Cons derinf; the inllaniinablo unluro 
o( tbe materials tho hto had to work upon, 
the roof soon foil in, and the Gro brigade had 
lo dircot their oiroris in tba way of prcvcot- 
ioir tbe Qamos from sprcaeinp lo Ihuconiinu- 
oiiB builiiin;iB, and iianiaalail/ to the iiuu 
tonotnoni part of which forma iho corridor 
widuh led 10 Iho .itulls nud boxea. Tluieu 
eHorta wcie crowned wiih suocese, but it ivnr< 
not until ihtos o'clock tbat tbe ilamra had 
pubjided.
